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REMARKS 

In the Office Action of July 16, 2004, the Examiner restricted the pending 
claims into patentably distinct inventions as follows: 

I. Claims 1-7 drawn to a pharmaceutical composition comprising at 
least one polymethoxyflavone and a suitable pharmaceutically 
acceptable diluent, carrier or adjuvant; and 

II. Claims 8-23 drawn to the use of and a method of treating a 
mammal having abnormalities resulting from insulin resistance 
comprising administering at least one polymethoxyflavone 
compound. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect without traverse, claims 8-23 drawn 
to the use of and a method of treating a mammal having abnormalities resulting 
from insulin resistance comprising administering at least one polymethoxyflavone 
compound. 

Claims 1-7 have been canceled without prejudice, as they are part of the 
non-elected invention.
